The Fur-kas Were in line fettle 
entertaining their distinguished 
guest at a breakfast, where Mrs 
Jane Almira Peters covered hersell 
with glory as toast -mist less and 
hostess. At tWO o'clock in the 

afternoon the real business of the 
day began. The Burekas went to 

the church, where a platform had 

been erected before Ihe pulpit. 
They took their sent in a little 

Batter and breves of excitement, 

Waiting proceedings until the inosit- 
ol the band, leading the procession 

of Grand Amy men and Sons of 
Veterans to a nearby grove, was 
Softened by distance. 

The aervloes at the church w»re 
conducted with much suoceas, Up 
iii the grove it was different, 

Though the briiHH band luaycdand 

speakers waved eloquent in extol 
ling the memories of departed 

diets, there was a hollowness to the 
occasion anil a sense of something 
lacking.

"That Story of lost identity," 
said the Major, " on the part of a 
soldier who served some years in 

the regular army did not strike nu- 
ns being in -cessai il v unl rue There 
were not a few strain of the 

kind in the civil war We found 
in the hospital at the close of the 
war ami among the released prison- 
ers inanv men who could not satis 
faotortly explain themselves. 
Their personality had shifted to 

such an extent that some of them 
were soul to infirmaries and insane 

asylums, and in later years to the 

soldiers' home. 

" While we w .-re stationed at 

Bridgeport, Ala , after tin- battle of 
Missionary Ridge, a regiment of 



veterans came down from Chat- 
tanooga with several hundred 
prisoners en route lor Camp Chase, 
Ohio. The guard was to go through 
with Ihe prisoners and the boys 
were counting the trip as gooil as a 
furlough. When the column of 
gray, fringed on Dither side by a 
line of blue, started across the pon- 
toon bridge to lake the train wait- 
ing on the other side, prisoners and 
guards were in high spirits and 
(here was a great deal of jollity. 

" Contrary to orders and custom 
the men of the inarching column 
caught Step and went swinging 
across the bridge to a lively air 
whistled by those in advance. 
Warnings were shouted by sentinels 
and officers, but too late. The 
bridge parted and scores of Union- 
ists and* Confederates went into the 
river There was great confusion, 
but boats were at baud and most of 
the men were rescued Many of the 
gnai ds dropped their idles and 
swam to shore. Hut oue large, line 
looking fellow wenl head lirst into 
the mass of floating timbers. He 
went down with his gun at a right 
shoulder shift. 

" He came up shortly, bill I was 
startled to see that he still carried 
his gun al a light shoulder shift 
and that he made no motion with 
his feet or hands He went down 
in a swirl of water, lurching to one 
side, but making no struggle to 
save himself. 1 ordered ihe men 
in the boats to watch for him. One 
of the watcheis declared that the 
body came nearly to the surface 
with gun still at a right shoulder 
shift and then was carried down 
stream by the current. 

" A lew days later a soldier, with 
clothing none the worse for wear, 
came trudging into camp with gun 
at light shoulder shift. I was 
Officer of the tlay, and he was 
brought to me He was the man 
who went head tiisf into the river 
the daj the pontoon bridge' parted, 
and wlio came up and went down 
with gun at a tight shoulder shift. 
He seemed to me uncanny and 
ghostlike, but he was ready to ans 
wer questions, lie remembered 
the breaking of the bridge, but re- 
membered nothing after his plunge 
into t he water. 

" When consciousness returned 

he was in a negro cabin, some miles 
below Bridgeport. The woman 
washed and ironed his clothes and 
ihe man cared for him until he was 
able to walk hack to camp, This 
was the story lie had evidently 
lieni si ruck on Ihe head as he went 
into the water, and he was not in 
his righl mind He insisted that 
be did not belong to Ihe regiment 

thai was guarding the prisoners, 

and declined lo talk on that point, 
lie was not himself for several 
months, but I never knew until 
after the war that for all "1hose 
months he thought In- was some 
other person.- -( 'hicaqo In 
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It is known that the Jamestown 
Tis Ceuieninal Exposition will lie 
held al Norfolk, Yu , in 1907, in 
conimeinoialion of the three bun 
d red th anniversary of the first per- 
manent English settlement in 
America.
